An  Act  to  incorporate  certain  persons  under  the  name  of 
the  St,  Lawrence  Warehomct  Dock,  and  Wharfage  Compajvj* 

[Asiented  to  lO^A  June^  1857.] 

Principal  Enactments. 

Whereas  it  ia  desirable  for  the  benefit  of  this  Province  generally, 
and  specially  for  the  Shipping  interest,  that  additional  facilities  be  afforded 
in  the  Harbor  of  Quebec,  for  the  mooring,  shelter,  loading  and  unloading 
of  Vessels :  And  whereas  William  Chapman,  Esquire,  Edward  Ladd 
Betts,  Esquire,  Sir  Samuel  Morton  Peto,  Baronet,  of  the  City  of  London, 
in  England,  George  Beswick,  of  the  City  of  Quebec,  Merchant,  Henry 
Chapman,  of  the  City  of  Montreal,  Merchant,  Francois  Baby,  of  the  City 
of  Quebec,  Esquire,  Edward  Berry,  of  the  City  of  Kingston,  Merchant, 
Thomas  Clarkson,  of  the  City  of  Toronto,  Esquire,  John  Edward  Wilkin, 
Her  Majesty's  Consul,  at  the  City  of  Chicago,  have  by  Petition  prayed  to 
be  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  creating  such  additional  Harbor  accom- 
modation, and  for  other  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned :  Therefore,  Her 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council 
and  Assembly  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows : 

II.  The  said  Company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  at  its  own 
cost  and  charges  to  construct  a  Harbor,  wharf  or  wharves,  with  a  wet 
dock,  dry  dock,  marine  railway;  and  railway  sidings,  turn  tables  and 
stations,  regulated  for  the  loading,  discharging  and  sheltering  of  all  vessels, 
shipping  and  craft,  propplle<l  by  steam,  sail  or  otherwise,  on  the  south 
shore  of  the  Rivor  St.  L.'uvionce,  in  the  Harbor  of  Quebec,  which  saiil 
harbor,  wharf  or  wharves  and  docks  shall  be  accessible  to,  and  safe  and 
commodious,  for  the  reception  of  such  eail,  steam  or  other  vessels,  as  now 
navigate  the  Atlantic,  aa  well  as  for  vessels  engaged  in  the  inland  trade  of 
this  country. 

III.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation,  from  time  to  time,  to 
purchase,  and  to  have  and  hold,  such  lands  and  tenements,  and  rual  and 
immoveable  property,  as  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  business  of 
the  said  Corporation,  and  it  shall  ba  lawful  for  tlio  said  Corporation  to  sell, 
lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  said  property  and  estate,  from  to  time,  as 
they  may  see  fit. 

IV.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  to  purchase  and  hold  stock 
or  shares  in  any  line  or  Company  of  steam  or  other  vessels  navigating  th« 
ocean,  or  the  inland  waters  of  this  continent,  and  the  same  to  sell  or  dis^ 


pose  of  as  thoymay  thinic  fit  \  and  from  time  to  time,  to  make  advances  on 

goodn  storec'  in  tho  store  or  warhoiisos  of  the  said  Corporatiou  ;  to  roceivo, 
ttiku  and  hold,  security  or  securities  of  any  kind  or  nature,  for  such  ad- 
vances, and  for  nny  debt  or  debts  which  may  at  any  time  become  due  to 
the  said  Corporation  ;  and  to  charge  a  commission  on  such  advances,  not 
exceeding  two  or  a  half  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  sacb  advances  ;  for 
which  advances  and  commissions  tiu  said  Corporation  shall  have  alien 
upon  such  goods,  and  power  to  sell  the  same,  if  such  advances  and  com- 
miseions  are  not  repaid  aooording  to  the  agreements  made  in  respect  there- 
to. And  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  to  issue  certificatev 
of  goods  received,  or  warehouse  receipts  therefor,  on  the  production  of 
whSeh  by  the  holder  thereof,  and  on  compliance  by  him  with  the  terms 
thereof,  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  compellable  to  deliver  such  goods, 
and  aot  otherwise :  and  ciuoh  warehouse  rooeipts  shall  be  transferable  by 
endoraemeat,  either  specMd  or  in  blank ;  and  auch  endorsement  shall 
transfer  all  right  .of  property  and  posaeasion  of  suoh  goods  to  the  endorsee 
or  holder  of  such  warehouse  receipts,  a«  fully  and  complfetely  as  if  a  sale 
and  delivery  of  the  goods  mentioned  therein  had  heen  nade  in  the  ordinary 
yray ;  and  on  delivery  of  such  goods  by  the  said  Coiporatioti,  in  good  faith, 
to  a  person  in  possession  of  such  warehouse  receipts,  the  aaid  Corporation 
shall  be  free  from  all  further  liability  in  respect  thereof. 

XXV.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation,  from  time  to  time,  to 
borrow  either  in  this  Province  or  elsewhere,  from  any  person  or  persons, 
or  Company,  willing  to  lend  the  same,  all  auch  sum  or  sums  of  money, 
not  exceedig  in  all,  at  any  one  time,  one  half  the  paid  up  capital  stock  of 
the  said  Company,  as  they  may  find  expedient :  and  to  make  the  bonds, 
debentures  or  other  securities  they  shall  grant  for  the  sums  so  borrowed, 
payable  either  in  curFeocy  or  in  sterling  and  in  Bwm  of  not  le^s  than  one 
hundred  pounds  with  interest,  mjd  utsuch  plaoe  at  places,  within  or  with- 
out this  Provioioe,  as  to«y  may  deem  advisable ;  and  such  bonds,  deben^ 
tures  or  other  ^eouiwMw  m^iy  be  loade  payable  to  bearer,  or  transferable  by 
simple  endorseroeiu,  w  -fttimrwise,  and  such  bonds  or  debentures  shall, 
uyion  enreg'stration  in  the  registry  olfioo  of  the  county,  wherein  the  said 
harbor  and  works  are  situate,  constitute  and  be,  a  mortgage  and  hypoihe- 
qun,  ranking  according  to  the  date  of  such  enregistralion,  by  special  privi- 
lege, upon  all  the  property  real  and  personal,  of  the  said  Company,  inclu- 
ding tho  revenues,  rates,  tolls,  dues,  and  duties  thereof.
